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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed 4/27/10 which amends claim 1, and cancels claims 52, 54-58 and 
60-61 has been entered. Claims 1-49 and 51 were canceled by the amendment filed 10/31/07. 
Claims 50, 53, and 59 are examined in this Office action. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An Examiner's Amendment to the record appears below. Should the change and/or 
additions be unacceptable to Applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 C.F.R. § 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no latter than 
payment of the Issue Fee. 

Authorization for this Examiner's Amendment was given in a telephone interview with B. 
Aaron Schulman on 5/19/2010. Applicants agree the Examiner's proposed amendment to claim 
50. 

Amendments to the claim: 

Claim 50 (Currently amended). A hypoallergenic cleansing composition for skin or hair 
consisting essentially of recombinant human serum albumin and a cleansing agent, wherein the 
human serum albumin is present in an amount sufficient to be absorbed into human skin or hair, 
wherein the human serum albumin is dissolved in a liquid soap and comprises 1 to 60 mg/ml of 
the human serum albumin in the liquid soap, and wherein the cleansing agent is present in an 
amount effective to cleanse skin or hair. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The 1 12/1 rejection (new matter) of claims 50, 52-57 and 59-61 is withdrawn in light of 
the amendment of claim 50 and cancellation of claims 52, 54-57, 60 and 61. 

The 1 12/2 rejection of claims 50, 52 and 59 is withdrawn in light of the amendment of 
claim 50 and cancellation of claim 52. 

The 102 rejection of claims 50, 52, 54, 55, 57 and 59-61 by Mausner is withdrawn in 
light of the amendment of claim 50, and because Mausner does not disclose or suggest the use of 
human serum albumin in a liquid soap. 

The prior art does not disclose or suggest the use of human serum albumin in a cleansing 
composition as currently claimed. 

Therefore, claims 50, 53 and 59 are allowed. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicants must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
